When he left the army aud lived in the 
country he smoked a pipe - not incessa nt­ 
ly.

But he went on as a light 
smoker a c&bu il maker, until the day of

that there was a sortie and tii *t the right 
wing had been struck and smashed in. 
Then my father started fur the scene of 
operations. 
He let his cigar g o out, nut 
uraliy but held it between h s finger« 
He rode hither and yon, g iving orders and 
directions, « till with the cigar stump in 
IDs hand. The result of IDs exertions was 
that Fort Donclson fell after he had sent 
Ins nich-age o f ’I nconditiona! surrender,’ 
and I propose to move immedia tely upon 
your works ’ 
VVitli the messa g e was sent 
all over the country tin* news hat Grant, 
was smoking throughout the battle, when 
he had 
only carried ibis stump from 
Foote’s flagship. 
Hut the ('¡gars began 
to come in from all over the Union 
lie 
had eleven thousand cigars on hand in a 
very short time. 
lie g a ve a way al! he 
could, but he was so surrounded with c i­ 
gars that he got to smoking them regular 
ly. 
Hut he never smoked as much us lie 
seemed to smoke. 
He would light a c i­ 
gar after breakfast and let it g o out, and 
then light it again, and then again let it 
g o out and light it, so that one cigar 
would last untl: lunch time.
